despite the fact that: 

• Tyres wore out 
quicker. 

• Fuel consumption 
had dropped. 

• Roads were not 
safer or better than 
yesterday. 

“Industry in Aus¬ 
tralia must develop a 
conscience. 

“At present, all it 
is doing is just sup¬ 
plying a demand and 
as long as there is 
money to be made 
then the supply goes 
on, whether the de¬ 
mand is valid or not,” 
he said.

“Much of Australian 
industry is concen¬ 
trated in terms of 
ownership interests. 

“Youth demands 
that there is control 
in relation to over¬ 
seas investment” 

Mr Henderson ex¬ 
pressed great faith in 
industry. 

“It is really the 
spearhead of every¬ 
thing that can be 
done in the next 20 
years. 

“That’s where all 
the power is and 
that’s where the 
really quick methods 
of getting things done 
are being developed,” 
he said. 

“Youth is looking 
for a kick out of life, 
not security. 

“They’re looking for 


something that is de¬ 
manding and chal¬ 
lenging. 

“Industry should 
provide opportunity 
and inspiration. The 
whole tone of youth’s 
demands are those of 
responsibility and 
reason. 

“Industry must re¬ 
cognise this. 

“Industry should 
exploit youth for their 
fresh ideas and try 
and develop a more 
creative approach to 
life in general,” he 
said. 

“Youth wants to be 
exploited in this way. 
They want to contri¬ 
bute. 

“It’s up to industry 
to control their con¬ 
tributions and use 
them in the most ef¬ 
fective way.”
